Mr.  Foster  generally 
offered  to  take  the  extra  work  and  succeded  in  it  remarkably  well. 
The  school  appeared  well  at  its  close.

Miss  Bartlett  is  a  young  lady  of  good  ability  and  large  experi- 
ence as  a  teacher.  We  are  sorry  that  a  feeling  of  mutual  dislike 
seemed  to  spring  up  between  teacher  and  scholars.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  but  a  most  profitable  term  might  been  enjoyed  by  the 
scholars  had  they  observed  the  rules  and  wishes  of  their  teacher. 
Every  scholar  but  two  absented  themselves  from  the  school  the 
day  of  examination,  and  some  one  committed  a  nuisance  in  the 
house  that  ought  to  shame  anyone  less  than  a  brute. 

We  assure  these  youth  that  such  conduct  injures  no  one  else  so 
much  as  themselves.  We  would  suggest  to  them  also  more  care 
in  the  treatment  of  their  school  house.  We  hope  parents  and 
children  will  unite  to  raise  the  standard  of  their  schools.  We 
refer  the  parents  to  the  remarks  made  in  her  Register  by  the 
teacher.    One  of  them  is  as  follows  : 

"I  am  confident  to  say  that  only  two  out  of  the  18  scholars 
that  went  to  school  to  me  cared  one  iota  for  any  study  they  took, 
nor  was  it  possible  to  show  them  wherein  they  utterly  failed."

In  submitting  this  report  only  the  schools  of  which  I  had  en- 
tire charge  will  be  included. 

On  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September,  1884,  I  resigned  the 
position  of  Superintending  School  Committee ;  at  which  time 
schools  were  in  session  in  all  the  Districts  excepting  numbers  nine 
and  ten. 

The  following  Districts  had  summer  terms  of  school : 
District  No.  2. 

The  Primary  department  was  taught  by  Miss  Lettie  M.  Swain. 
This  was  Miss  Swain's  first  term  of  teaching.  She  succeeded  in 
winning  the  affection  of  her  pupils  and  had  a  good  school.  The 
pupils  in  this  department  being  young  a  teacher  must  exercise 
much  patience. 

The  Grammar  department  was  taught  by  TVliss  Mary  E.  Pills- 
bury  ;  an  experienced  teacher,  who  had  charge  of  the  same 
school  during  a  part  of  last  year.    The  school  was  excellent. 
District  No.  3. 

This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Gertrude  A.  Little,  it  being 
her  first  term. 

The  pupils  made  good  progress  and  the  school  was  very  suc- 
cessful. 

District  No.  6. 
This  was  Miss  Florence  D.  Whitcher's  first  term  of  teaching. 
The  school  presented  a  good  appearance  and  showed  good  prog- 
ress. 

District  No.  8. 
Miss  Emma  E.  Goodwin,  teacher.    A  very  pleasant  and  good 
school. 

District  No.  10. 

Miss  Bertelle  M.  Sinclair  taught  a  good  school  in  this  district. 

Much  improvement  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the 
scholars  has  been  made  in  the  school  house  in  District  No.  2. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  map  of  New  Hampshire  in 
every  school  room  in  town.

To  the  Voters  and  Citizens  of  War- en  :  — ■ 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  Superintending  School  Committee  for 
jour  town  I  think  I  realized  the  responsibilities  of  the  position 
and  had  only  a  desire  for  usefulness  in  your  behalf  In  present- 
ing our  report  we  only  ask  your  attention  to  such  facts  and  sug- 
gestions as  concern  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  the  interest  of  our 
youth  We  should  be  deemed  impertinent  probably  to  assert  a 
lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  in  our  schools,  yet  by 
reference  to  our  report  copied  from  the  registers  returned  by  your 
teachers  it  will  be  seen  hardly  a  visit  by  Prudential  Committee 
has  been  made  to  the  schools  this  year  and  very  few  by  parents 
and  citizens  Is  this  a  measure  of  the  interest  felt  in  our  school 
system  ? 

What  farmer  would  turn  his  colts  and  young  cattle  out  to  pas- 
ture in  the  spring  or  even  entrust  them  to  the  care  of  another  and 
never  visit  them  to  look  after  their  welfare  or  progress,  or  what 
builder  would  employ  men  and  never  look  to  their  conduct. 

Only  three  visits  are  reported  for  the  year,  and  what  a  small 
proportion  of  our  citizens  have  looked  in  upon  a  school.  We  think 
it  would  be  a  great  incentive  to  our  teachers  to  exert  themselves 
to  their  utmost  as  well  as  an  encouragement  to  them  if  those  who 
ought  to  be  concerned  in  the  welfare  of  children  would  manifest 
this  by  their  occasional  visit  to  the  school-room. 

We  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  number  of  ab- 
sences and  in  part  of  the  schools  cases  of  tardiness  The  absences 
are  half-day  absences  and  in  some  districts  amount  to  hundreds. 
Tardiness  breaks  in  upon  the  quiet  of  the  school  as  well  as  deprives 
the  scholar  of  part  of  a  day  and  absence  necessarily  breaks  in  upon 
his  progress  Part  of  these  instances  may  have  been  unavoidable 
and  if  so  are  to  be  regreted. 
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We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  Prudential  Committees  to  the  fact 
that  the  law  prohibits  them  from  paying  a  teacher  until  the  register 
has  been  fully  and  correctly  filled,  and  their  attention  as  well  as 
that  of  the  teachers  to  this  other  fact  that  very  few  have  thus  been 
filled.  It  is  impossible  for  the  S-  S  Committee,  or  only  by  great 
trouble  and  expense,  to  make  the  required  report  to  the  state  unless 
this  law  is  complied  with. 

Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  by  committees  in  selecting 
teachers,  and  nothing  less  than  the  fitness  of  the  person  for  the 
place  should  induce  them  to  put  a  person  as  teacher  in  a  schoolroom. 
We  think  a  sad  mistake  is  often  made  in  selecting  a  teacher  for 
young  children.  Here  the  foundation  is  laid  and  who  does  not 
know  its  importance.  The  building  is  almost  wholly  dependent 
upon  the  foundation,  while  the  foundation  is  in  no  sense  depend- 
ent upon  that  which  is  put  upon  it.  If  the  foundation  is  a  failure 
all  goes  down  with  it. 

We  think  an  improvement  in  our  school  system  could  be  made 
by  redistricting  the  town.  No.  1  has  sustained  a  school  of  nine 
weeks  and  only  one  resident  scholar  attending.  Practically  near- 
ly $40  was  expended  for  the  benefit  of  a  single  scholar  for  a  term 
of  nine  weeks.  This  district  with  Nos.  4,  5  and  9,  have  a  very 
small  number  of  scholars  and  all  lie  contiguous  to  the  village  and 
if  united  would  make  it  possible  for  all  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a 
graded  school  and  for  a  good  part  of  the  year. 

The  school  houses  which  we  would  especially  commend  are 
Beech  Hill  and  the  Summit.  Ore  Hill  has  a  very  good  house  but 
too  low  from  the  road  for  pleasantness.  The  new  house  at  the 
east  part  if  completed  about  it  and  underneath  might  be  made  a 
pleasant  one.  The  village  house  is  inadequate  for  the  wants  of 
the  district — another  story  would  make  two  pleasant  school-rooms .

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We  bespeak  on  the  part  of  all  interested  a  united  effort  for  the 
best  and  most  profitable  expenditure  of  this  the  voluntary  taxation 
of  themselves  by  the  people  for  the  education  of  its  children.  No 
place  can  prosper  or  be  useful  or  happy  without  educating  its  ris- 
ing generation. 

On  visiting  our  schools  we  found,  we  think,  quite  a  general  lack 
in  reading,  especially  the  rules  of  reading.  The  importance  of 
this  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  teachers  and  scholars  and  a 
marked  improvement  has  been  noticed.  On  the  whole  we  com- 
mend the  efforts  of  teachers  and  scholars  and  our  associations  have 
been  pleasant  and  we  trust  not  unprofitable. 

We  feel  confident  that  a  more  thorough  supervision  of  our 
schools  and  a  raising  of  the  standard  for  teachers  and  schools  are 
imperative  for  their  highest  success. 

In  taking  leave  of  you  we  return  thanks  for  many  kind  consid- 
erations shown  and  crave  the  mantle  of  charity  for  any  shortcom-. 
ing  or  mistakes.
